effect, although it will not compel any man to work where he does not want 
to'work nor any employer to hire any workman he does not want. 


' The union's have employed ex-Judga Parker to fight this battle for 


them, and the outcome will be watched with interest.

For real benefit and interest, not only to children but to parents, 


ndthing ever produced in this city could compare with the playground fete 
on the South common Tuesday afternoon. 


' Whatever is calculated to benefit the children, interests the parents, 


arid this alone can explain the presence of about five thousand children

WHAT'S 
THE 
OBJECT OF THE 
ROOSEVELT PLATFORM? 


It seems that Roosevelt has usurped the entire democratic platform 


and appropriated some of the worst things which President Gompers ever 
said about the decisions of the supreme court. 
Before his tour closes he 


will probably throw out a sop to the Socialists. 
Yet some people say that 


Roosevelt is not looking for a renominntion in 1912. 


He 'has made up his mind (hat the country would go to smash without 


his guidance and direction. 
While Roosevelt can talk he will not. snbnide 


into what Cleveland used to term innocuous desuetude. 


In spite of his bad taste in protruding himself into the limelight at this 


time, Col. Roosevelt lias some very fine tenets in his political creed. 
Yet 


there is none that can he termed original with himself. Among the reforms 
he favors are the enactment of n workmen's compensation act for which 
The Sun has been appealing for some'time and the holding the directors of 
every corporation liable for violations of the law by that corporation. 
This 


has been favored by The Sun, and now these reforms are very necessary, 
but if Col. Roosevelt intimates that, they will be favored or adopted by the 
republican party he is misleading the public. He is not touching some of 
the worst abuses of the hour, abuses whicli are glopsed over by the repub- 
lican party. This declaration of his political creed by Col. Roosevelt is of 
no interest to the country and certainly of no benefit, but it cannot he made 
without an object. 


What is the object? 
Is it to put him in line for the nomination in 1912 or to strengthen 


his influence as boss over the political workings in New York? 
Time will 


tell. One thing, however, is important to remember in reference to these 
speeches by Col. Roosevelt. They are the utterances of a private citizen, 
not of the president of the United Stales, nor of the republican pnrty. 


While Roosevelt goes on throwing dust in the eyes of the people, the 


republican party maintains its alliance with the trusts which oppress the 
people and is preparing to defend the present tariff law against all attacks. 


If Roosevelt were honeM in his speeches, he would point out wherein 


i ho tariff law is wrong, wherein the people suffer by republican rule nnd 
suggest a remedy. But instead of doing so he is diverting attention to him- 
self as tho possible deliverer from all the governmental evils oC which the 
people complain at the present time. 


Roosevelt may preach a new nationalism, he may lay down political

Gentlemen: I have your request for 


an opinion as to whether you have the 
legal right to pay from your present 
appropriation the sum of S4.2S8.92, due 
from the city of Lowell to the Massa- 
chusetts-Home for Feeble Minded. 


Together with such request you have 


sent -ue a copy of the estimate for your 
department for the year 1010 and also 
certain references to the. charter and 
ordinances. 


The charter amendment of 1S9G, sec- 


tion S, provides that no sum appropri- 
ated for a specific purpose shall be ex- 
pended for any other purpose and that 
no expenditure ^hall be made and no 
liability incurred by or on behalf of 
lhs city until the city council has duly 
voted 'an 
appropriation 
sufficient to 


meet such expenditure or liability. 


Uy section 3 of an ordinance en- 


titled ".An ordinance providing for es- 
timates for appropriations and for other 
purposes," It is provided that "all reg- 
ular annual appropriations shall be for 


and only applicable to the liabilities 
incurred during ihe year In which they 
are made, any form of phraseology in 
the order, resolution or vote providing 
for the same, to the contrary notwith- 
standing." 


The whole matter turns on the ques- 


tion as to whether, when appropria- 
tions were made for the charity de- 
partment for the year 1910, a sum was 
appropriated to cover the bill in ques- 
tion and ineludsd In 'the total amount 
appropriated, which was, as 1 under- 
stand it, seventy-nve thousand dollars. 
If this was done, then so much of the 
total appropriation could not be held 
to be a part of the annual appropriation 
for the year but should rather be con- 
sidered as an appropriation to cover a 
particular claim.

Among the reforms 
he favors are the enactment of a workmen's compensation act for which 
The Sun has been appealing for some time and the holding the directors of 
every corporation liable for violations of the law by that corporation. 
This 


has been favored by The Sun, and now these reforms are very necessary, 
'but if Col. Roosevelt intimates that they will be favored or adopted by the 
republican party he is misleading the public. He is not touching some of 
the worst abuses of the hour, abuses which are glossed over by tho repub- 
lican party.

Now 
that Is overflowed and another 
room 


has been opened or is about to be in 
the attic of the flrehouse. In order to 
prevent tragedies It has been decided 
to send only the older pupils to the 
overflow room In the flrehouse. "When 
the firehouse was built, In order 
to 


make room for the ladder and hose the 
building ' was peculiarly 
constructed 


with an trhusually high studding for 
the flrst story and a steep and narrow 
stairway leading to the second 
story. 


The stairway is so steep aq to be con- 
sidered dangerous for small 
children. 


School will open on Tuesday with an 
overflow of pupils sufficient to fill three 
additional rooms while the village birth 
record shows no curtailment.

years ago the regular 


town meeting defeated a proposition to 
build additional rooms to the present 
school at the North village and 
the 


town meeting of a year later did like- 
wise. 


On May 28th a special town meeting 


voted to purchase the McEnalb'-iTit for 
a schoolhouse site, the Intention being 
to build a new school without delay. 
It was voted to appropriate $13,500 for 
the building of the school and a com- 
mittee consisting of J. Adams Bartlett, 
Stuart Mackay and John F. McMano- 
min was appointed to attend to the con- 
struction of the building. This com- 
mittee had plans drawn by Henry L. 


Rourke, the well known architect, and 
it waa found that the building would 
require an expenditure of 517,000, for a 
modern four-room schoolhouse. As It 
is generally estimated In figuring on 
schoolhouses that a building will cost 
on an average 6f 55000 per room, thesa 
figures appeared to be reasonable. The 
committee then called a special meet- 
ing at which to call for the additional 
appropriation. 
The second meeting 


accomplished nothing- in the way of 
progress for it voted to instruct the 
committee not to proceed 
with 
the 


building of the school until so instruct- 
ed by the town. 


Then a third meeting was called and 


the old article relative to adding four 
rooms to the present school was revived 
and thrown down for the third time. 
At this meeting also it was voted 
to 


rescind the 
motion 
whereby 
$13,500 


was voted and hence the committee is 
left today with a site but nary'a dollar 
with which to do business. 
And now 


comes another meeting at which the 
town will be asked or rather demanded 
to vote for an appropriation of $17,000, 
for a new four room building on the 
McBnally lot and If the voters of North 
Chelmsford don't get It through it will 
not be because they didn't mako an 
honest and a strenuous effort.

Conversely the recorder reasoned that it would be 
a 'conspiracy for labor unions to compel any employer to hire none but 
union men. ' Should the decision be sustained it will have a far-reaching 
effect, although it will not compel any man to work where he does not want 
to work nor any employer to hire any workman he does not var.t.

WHAT'S 
THE 
OBJECT OF THE 
ROOSEVELT PLATFORM? 


It seems that Roosevelt has usurped the entire democratic platform 


and appropriated some of the worst things which President Gouipers ever 


Eaid about the decisions of the supreme court. Before his tour closes he 
will probably throw out a sop to the Socialists. Yet some people say that 
Roosevelt is not looking for a renomination in 1912. 


He lias made up his mind that the country would go to smash without 


his guidance and direction. While Roosevelt can talk he will not subside 
into what Cleveland used to term, innocuous desuetude. 


In spile of his Imd taste in protruding himself.into the limelight at this 


time, Col. Roosevelt has some very fine tenets in his political creed. 
Yet 


there is none that can be termed original with himself. Among the reforms 
lie favors are the enactment of a workmen's compensation act for which 
The Sun has been appealing for some time and the holding the directors of 
every corporation liable for violations of the law by that corporation. This 
has been favored by The Sun, and now these reforms are very necessary, 
but if Col. Roosevelt intimates that they will be favored or adopted by the 
republican party he is misleading the public. He is not touching some of 
the worst abuses of the hour, abuses which are glossed over by the repub- 
lican part}7. This declaration of his political creed by Col. Roosevelt is of 
no interest to the country and certainly of no benefit, but it cannot be made 
without nil object. 


What is the object? 
Is it to put him in line for the nomination in 1912 or to strengthen 


his influence as boss over the political workings in New York? 
Time will 


tell. One thing, however, is important to remember in reference to those 
speeches by Col. Roosevelt. They are the utterances of a private citizen, 
r.ot of the president of the United States, nor of the republican party. 


While Roosevelt goes on throwing dust in the eyes of the people, the 


republican party maintains its alliance with the trusts which oppress tha 
people and is preparing to defend the present tariff law against all attacks. 


If Roosevelt were honest in his speeches, he would point out wherc.in 


the tariff law is wrong, who.reiu the people suffer by republican rule and 
suggest a remedy. But instead of doing so he is diverting attention to him- 
b'Jf as the possible, deliverer from nil iho governmental ovils of which the 
people complain M (ho present time. 


Roosevelt may preach a new nationalism, ho may lay down political 


principles fit for the gods but if he docs not. take steps 
\n 
have 
them 


adopted by his parly or lo correct the admitted abuses of that parly, then 
he is untrue to his principles, nnd it becomes difficult to explain his pur- 
pose. He justly puts human weal nnd human life ahead of dividends nnd
